Algiers, Dec. 27. 
The bonned Secret Army 

Organisation (OAS) of 

Europeans in Algeria said 

today that any agreement 

between President de 

Gaulle and the insurgent 

National Liberation Front 

(FLN) would be consi- 

dered null and void. 

There would be no general 
uprising “but a new stage in_ the 
revolutionary war,” the OAS 
said in leafiets circulated here. 

The OAS said it was not pre- 
paring a coup d’etat “because it 
has no such desire nor any need 
for it.” 

It also said it wanted no 
negotiations with efttier General 
de Gaulle or the FLN- leaders 
because it did not wish to be- 
come “a third party in odious 
bargainings.” 

Algerian insurgent and Euro- 
pean extremist gunmen today 
continued their street and home 
attacks on Moslens and. Euro- 
peans in Algeria’s main cities. 
Police said five Moslems and 
three Europeans were killed 
and 12 Moslems and four Euro- 
peans wounded ina series of 
revolver and sub-machine gun 


attacks, mainly in Oran and 
Algiers. 

Two Moslems were shot 
dead and two  gendarmes 
wounded in a gun battle be- 
tween French gendarmes and 
Moslem gunmen in Algiers. 

Three Moslems died: of 
wounds today, bringing the toll 
of yesterdays attacks throughout 
Algeria to 16 killed, including 
11 Moslems, and 15 wounded, 
including nine Moslems. 

(In Pau, southwest France, a 
plastic blast today damaged the 
flat of a Conservative Deputy, 
M. Pierre Sallenave, but caused 
no casualties. Police thought it 
was the work of one of several 
antl - OAS organisations now 
(operating in France).—Reuter.

HE final outcome of the election was decided
